Back ol the difficulties which lie in the roa 
of the disarmament conferees at Geneva lies t 
simple fact that the ordinary citizen of the 
world doesn’t know what he really wants. 
Between mankind and the achievemen 
fair degree of disarmament there are only 
tangible obstacles; such things as susP‘c‘° “ - P ' 
judice and misunderstanding. And all of these, 
if you examine them, trace back to oui inab 
y 
to fix on a common goal. 
On the surface, no such inability exists, 
any man, in any land, what he wantf 
f 
em m ent to give him and he will rep ly 1 
wants prosperity, order, security a chance 
ge 
and hold a decent job, make a decent living and 
bring up his children in conditions that will 
ensure the same things for them when they are 
grown. 
Simple, isn’t it? But it isn't hard to demon­ 
strate that we don’t really want those things at 
all- or if we do, we take some extremely pe­ 
culiar ways of going after what we " 
It is perfectly clear by this time, fo r in stan ce, 
that no nation can truly ‘‘w in ’’ a p ro lo n ged war 
under modern conditions. 
The lo ser is do o med 
to certain revolution, chaos an d long draw n -o u t 
misery; the victor has mo re than a fair chan ce 
of getting all of those things, and ev en it he 
misses them he is bound to get unemployment, 
recurring tides of deflatio n an d in flatio n , eco ­ 
nomic distress and p o litical distu rban ce. 
You can hardly find a man who will n o t admit 
the truth of that statement. And if that state­ 
ment is true, it follows inescapably that w ar is 
the surest of all ways for the ordinary m an to 
> 
lose all of those things tha t he most desires. 
Yet we refuse to take the defin ite step s win ch 
, will remove the dan ger o f war. We adm it that 


these things may be true, but we in s is t tha t we 
must have large armies and navies so that if wa 
does come we can be the victors. Since a 
British, French, Germans and 
ja^neTee- f e e l' the'sam e way, we go whirling 
m enily along toward new wars and the destruc- 
tion of our fondest hopes 
If we really want the things that we say we 
want, we shall make a complete ^ c e s s o f t h e 
disarmament conference. The trouble is.that we
